The expenses of 
the third quarter of this year were $839,018 
less than last year, but for the first six 
months there was an increase over last year 
of $424,943. 

After an entire day given over to the ex- 
amination of Hmory McClintock, actuary of 
the Mutual Life Insurance company and to 
the reading of column after column of figures 
the Armstrong legislative committee ad- 
journed until Nov. 8, the day after the mu- 
nicipal elections, This extended adjourn- 
ment was taken to enable the members of the 
committee who are candidates for re- 
election to the assembly to meet their con- 
stituencies and conduct.their campaigns.

How Dividends Are Figured. 
Emory McClintock, chief actuary of the 
Mutual Life, was the sole witness before the 
committee today. He explained in detail 
the methods employed by the actuaries of 
the Mutual in determining the dividends 
paid to policy holders and stated what in his 
opinion were the reasons for the marked 
diminution of dividends paid by the com- 
pany in the last few years. 

The fact was- established that dividends 
as paid annually by the Mutual to policy 
holders are not determined by actual calcu- 
lations based on the results of the company’s 
busin for any given year, but are largely 
a matter of the actuary'’s judgment based 
on the results of the experience of previous 
yeats. Dividends, it was shown, were paid 
from year to year, according to what the 
actuary conceived to be a fair average. 

It was shown that the amount paid in divi- 
dends each year is a surprisingly small part 
of the total gains which the company had 
made for that year. For instance, last year 
the Mutual's policy holders received divi- 
dends of only about $960,000 out of $6,624,000 
gain which was made by the company, ex- 
clusive of the gain in the valve of its in- 
vestments. With the gain in investments 
added the grand total accruing to the com- 
pany for that year was more than $15,000,000. 
Notwithstanding these large earnings the 
company, it was disclosed, had in 1904 paid 
dividends to policy holders when actually 
there was no excess in interest earnings over 
the 4 per cent required by law as a reserve 
on policies. This, of course, refers only to 
$6,624,000, as gains in increased value of 
assets are not distributable among policy 
holders until the assets have actually been 
disposed Of. 

Favors Billion Dollar Limit. 


| Actuary McClintock was questioned dur- 
ing the morning session by James McKeen, 
the investigating committee’s associate coun- 
sel. McClintock said among other things 
during the morning session that he was sure 
the Mutual Life would favor the enactment” 
of a law limiting the amount which any in- 
surance company shall write tc. $1,000,000,000. 
He ‘said that already there had been two 
serious attempts on the part of the repre- 
sentatives of the three big companies to 
arrive at some satisfactory conclusion in re- 
gard to some such limitation. Mr. McClin- 
tock said that several years ago, when the 
Equitable was getting .to be a big concern, 
he had had a talk with the late Henry B, 
Hyde and that as a result of his conversa- 
tion Hyde agreed to support any effort for 
the passage of a law placing a limit to the 
amount of insurance which any one com- 
pany should write. This limit was to be 
$1,000,000,000. McClintock and Hyde con- 
sulted President McCall of the New York 
Life and he readily gave his consent. A bill 
was introduced at Albany for such a law, 
when Hyde for some reason backed down and 
the bill was withdrawn... 

In 1900 President McCall of the New York 
Life, MeCurdy of the Mutual, and James W. 
Alexander of the Equitable again agreed in 
regd@@d to this matter. A bill was introduced 
at Albany by Senator Brackett, placing the 
limit at $1,500,000,000. At that time, Mr. Mc- 
Clintock said, the New York Lif@ was.get- 
ting on more rapidly than any of the other 
companies, and the idea sprang up in the 
minds of some of the New Yoerk Life officers 
that the proposed law would be more unfair 
to their company than to the other two big 
companies. As a result of this change of 
opinion by the New York Life officers the 
bill was not pressed at Albany and it died 
a natural death. 

Admits Dividends Are Diminished. 

Actuary McClintock admitted that there 
had been on the whole a great diminution 
in dividends paid by the Mutual Life to its 
. policy holders, but he denied that the dimin- 
ution had been steady. . 

It was not until the afternoon session that 
Counsel Hughes took up with Actuary Mc- 
Clintock the methods employed by him in 
determining the amount of dividends pay- 
able to policy holders. The witness admitted 


dividends was not reached by an exact cal- 
culation each year.. He said that it could 
not be determined accurately for this, among 
other reasons, because the resu’ts of the 
company’s business vary from year to year. 

Q.—Then is it a fact that last year, at the 
end of 1904, when you actually apportioned 
the dividend you did not do go upon an exact 
calculation of the gains for that year and 
the proportionate amounts of such gains to 
which the different policies were entitled? 
A.—On the contrary, the calculations for the 
dividends were made early in November, 
while the results of the year’s business were 
only known in the latter part of January, 
1908. 

Q.—So that when you made calculations for 
dividends you could not know the actual! re- 
sult of the year? A.—No, sir, I could not. 

Mr. Hughes wanted to know whether there 
hdd ever been a year in which there was 
any exact determination of dividends ac- 
cording to the results of business. 

“Such a determination is physically and 
mathematically impossible,”’ said McClin- 
tock. : 

Mr. Hughes wanted to know finally wheth- 
er it wasn't true that all calculation of divi- 
dends to which the witness had referred in- 
volved the element of prophecy and that 
they were not exact calculations according 
to actually ascertained results of business 
for a particular period. ‘ 

“They involve the element of retrospec- 
tion more than they do prophecy,” was Mc- 
Clintock’s reply. 

How the Figures Shrink. 

Mr. Hughes also brought out the fact that 
the Mttle books iseued by the Mutual Life 
company to-its agents, which purport to show 
the expected increases in value to policies in 
a given period, cannot contain facts estab- 
lished by anything like accurate mathemat- 
ical calculations. It wae shown, for instance, 


almost from the first that this matter of | 


policy taken out at the age of 35 the addition 
to the policy at the end of the period would 
amount to $383.96. The next book which the 
company got out three years later put the ad- 
dition at $27.65 less than the book oF 1889. 
The 1903 book also showed a decrease of 
$27.65, and there was a similar decrease in 
. the 1204 book. Attorney Hughes argued that 
it would be utterly impossible from a mathe- 
matical. standpoint to haye the decrease in 
the case of a policy of this class exactly the 
same for a given period of years. McClintock 
admitted that probably it. represented a 
rough. estimate. 


Missouri Case Is Heard. 
Jefferson City, Mo., Oct, 25.—Attorney Jud- 
son presented an elaborate argument today 
against the threat of State Superintendent of 
Insurance Vandiver to revoke the missouri! 
license of the New York Life Insurance com- 
pany unless President John A. McCall within 
thirty days refunded the $148,000 he con- 
tributed to the republican campaign commit- 
tee and resigned. 


Mr. Vandiver could not Be complied with. 

“These demands are absolutely impossi- 
ble,” he said, ‘‘ because the superintendent 
demands. that the officers refund the money 
($148,000) contributed to the republican cam- 
paign fund within thirty days."’ 

Mr. Judson contended that the directors 
and the policy holders were not responsible 
and that the officers could not be made to pay. 

The demand, Mr. Judson said, was unau- 
thorized and unwarranted by the statutes of 
the state. He argued that the proposed ac- 
tion would injure the policy holders and that 
it would prevent any new business being 
written in the state; that.it would make the 
collection of judgments difficult, in that suits 
would have to be brought in New York; that 
the company would not loan money on pol- 
icies because they would not know whether 
they could enforce the collection. 


Calls It Embezzlement. 

Supt. Vandiver in his reply contended that 
the directors were liable for the money 
misappropriated by the officers. He then 
said that this contribution came under the 
head of embezzlement and that the directors, 
if they knew of it, in his opinion, were also 
criminally liable, and if they did not know of 
it they were guilty of gross neglect of duty. 

“ They should be removed from office,”’ said 
Mr. Vandiver, “‘ and hence the action I have 
marked out would protect, by causing the 
policy holders to remove such directors.” 

Mr. Vandiver, concluded by statingAhat he 
had received hundreds of letters from policy 
holders and that 95 per cent of them fav- 
orded his proposed policy, but that he would 
take no action until the expiration of the 
original thirty days’ notice, which will be

HIT FEDERAL SUPERVISION IDEA 


Members of Connecticut State Board 
of Trade Adopt Resolutions 
Against Insurance Plan. 


Hartford, Conn., Oct. 25.—After listening to 
a report submitted by a committee composed 
of the presidents of two Hartford insurance 
companies the Connecticut state board of 
trade passed resolutions today opposing the 
idea of federal supervision of insurance. The 
committee report was adopted unanimously. 

The committee consisted of President S. C. 
Dunham, Travelers’ Insurance company, and 
President George L. Chase of the Hartford 
Fire Insurance company. Tig report says 
the occasion, for the present.daction on the 
matter is due to a letter upon the subject 
from Senatcr Dryden, which thas been sent 
to the. boards of trade in Connecticut and 
elsewhere, to many corporations and individ- 
uals, asking for expressions of opinion and 
answers to his inquiries.

The whole theory of the proposed cen- 
tralizafion of power rests on these propost- 
tions.

Denver, Colo., Oct. 25.—[Special. ]—Nelson 
Johnson, arrested on five counts, alleging 
embezzlement from the New York Mutual 
Life company, said today that while he 
might not plead guilty his alleged offense was 
committed after he had read the reports of 
the McCurdy-McCall expenditures of funds, 
and that he could not be more guilty than 
those high officials. Johnson is held in the 
county jail. He was an insurance collector, 
and is said to have hypothecated $200.

It developed that not twelve but twenty-~ 
two Interrogatories had been propounded by 
the state, and that subjects were touched 
upon which have not been made public. The 


insurance department still .s guarding these | 


questions and refuses to make either them 
or the company’s answer public. 

That one of these angles of inquiry Is of 
more importance to policy holders than any 
which has been made public ts admitted, but 
neither question nor answer is revealed. 

The investigation was conducted secretly 
for the reason that the pubNc would not 
understand the transactions, even if the 
facts were made known. It is admitted freely 
that the company’s answers cannot be given 
out because the public, not versed in modern 
finance, might draw a wrong conclusion from 
them. ' 

Insurance Attorney, Charles H. Hamill, 
Gov. Deneen’s former Jaw partner, was pres- 
ent to aid in the Investigation. 

It had been arranged by the state officials 
to have the company present its answers ir 
writing and to delay the examination until 
they had been studied, but President Stevens 
and Mr. Long came prepared to make an oral 
etatement and brought documents as evi- 
dence. The department then switched its 
plans and gave the company full swing. 


Vouchers Are Not Required. 

Mr. Stevens and Mr. Long at once entered 
into a complete discussion of the transgctions 
questioned in the interrogatories. They ex- 
plained in full the use of the money by which 
the Kansas Mutual and Kentucky Mutual 
were secured. They also explained matters 
which have been kept secret by the insurance 
department. 

Although it had been announced that the 
state would ask to see vouchers and receipts 
covering different expenditures,. none was 
produced. This is admitted by Mr. Hamill 
and Mr. Vredenburgh. The explanation of 
the company unsupported by vouchers was 
accepted as sufficient. 

It developed that large sums of money had 


beerr spent in sécuring proxies to control the 


policy holders’ meeting, which finally agreed 
to the reinsurance of the Kansas Mutual in 
the Ilinols Life. 
Bought Out National Life. 
Another fact which has not been brought 


out publicly thus far was that the Illinois 
Life bought out its rival, the National Life, 
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in the fight for the Kansas Mutual. 

When the policy holders met to decide 
whether or not the Kansas Mutual should go 
into liquidation the Illinois Life controlled. a 
majority, but not the two-thirds necessary, 
according to the provisions of the enabling 
act passed by the Kansas legislature. Im- 
mediately after the passage of this statute 


both the Illinois Life and National Life had 
sent agents and money throughout Kansas 
to get the necessary proxies to control the 
policy holders’ meeting. 

The Illinois Life had better luck, but it was 
not quite successful. It did not have the 
‘necessary two-thirds. For two days the meet- 
ing was deadlocked, the National Life con- 
trolling enough votes to prevent the Illinois 
Life deal going through. 


Purchased Votes of Rival. 

Then the Illinois Life proposed to buy 
the “‘ equity ’’ which the National Life had 
in the situation. Its representatives got at 
it in about the same way that the Russian 
and Japanese peace envoys solved the in- 
demnity proposition. The Llinois Life pro- 
posed to pay all the expenses of the National 
Life. This was agreed to. The National 
Life withdrew and the Kansas Mutual passed 
into the hands of the Lunois Life. 

It is stated by Mr. Hamill and by Mr. 
Vredenburgh that no vouchers were produced 
to cover these transactions, but without 
them the insurance company officials satis- 
fied the department. At noon the hearing 
was but half over. Mr. Hamill and Mr. 
Vredenburg consulted with Gov. Deneen, and 
after dinner took up the hearing again. 

After the department had finished with 
President Stevens and Mr. Long, Supt. Vre- 
denburgh, Attorney Hamill, and Actuary 
Brinkerhoff held a consultation, as the re- 
sult of which the following statement was 
handed out by Mr. Vrendenburgh: 

‘“‘ As arranged, President Stevens and At- 
torney Long of the Illinois Life appeared in 
the office of the insurance superintendent 
this morning. No written answers to the 
specific questions which have been submitted 
were returned, but an oral statement in nar- 
rative was made substantially covering the 
various subjects which were under considera- 
tion. 


Satisfactory for the Present. 


“ The statements made covered fully a long 
and complicated series of transactions. The 
information given the department is entirely 
satisfactory for the present. After the facts 
narrated have been digested more fully some 
further inquiries may be deemed necessary. 
There is no reason to believe that any money 
of the Illinois Life company was used to in- 
fluence legislation in Kansas or any other 
state. The examination recently made shows 
that the company Is entirely solvent.”’ 

Gov. Deneen, who has been informed of 
the steps in the investigation up to date, had 
not been apprised of the fact that this state- 
ment would be forthcoming. 

Mr. Hamill consented to add to this forma] 
Statement the announcement that the de- 
partment still would concern itself to ascer- 
‘ain whetner or not the company had been4 
extravagant in its use of funds, and that the 
examination of the information furnished 
by the poor aap — might disclose “ eth- 
ical’ questions which would have - 
pe ot to be con 

“Until we digest this informatio - 
not determine what action will se taken,” 
he said. He was asked if the company had 
revealed the exact amount of money spent in 
absorbing the Kansas Mutual. He replied 
that it had but declined to make the answer 


public,

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 26, 4a. m.—Con- |

The ministers weré summoned to meet, 
not as the committee of ministers of which 
Count de Witte is president, but ag council 
of ministers, of which Count Solsky is prop- 
erly the chairman, and the selection of 
Count de Witte to preside, which was done 
by direction of the emperor, shows that a 
ministerial cabinet is actually, though not 
formally, an accomplished fact. It is un- 
derstood that an edict formally establishing 
& ministerial cabinet will be published in 
the Official Messenger on Saturday next, 
together with an imperial rescript addressed 
personally to Count de Witte, intrusting him 
with the simultaneously created position of 


premier. 


Forty Thousand Strikers. 

The strike is complete in the great factory 
region on both. banks of the Neva above 
the city and in several other industrial quar- 
ters. Forty thousand men are out, but so far 
they are conducting themselves in an orderly 
manner. The store clerks’ union tonight 
proclaimed a two weeks’ sympathetic strike 
for political reasons, but it is probable that 
it will be only partially obeyed. Prudent 
inhabitants are laying in stocks of provisions. 
Prices have risen sharply. 

Large meetings, mainly of workmen, were 
held last night in the university and the 
higher schools, at which the sentiment was 
unanimous for continuing the strike on the 
railroads to the bitter end. The proceedings 
at several of the meetings were of a strongly 
revolutionary character, the orators calling 
on their auditors to rise and slay all “ chin- 
ovniks ’’ (police) and to meet the troops with 
armed force. These speeches were received 

with enthusiastic cheers. The police were 
powerless to interfere, the precincts of the 
university being forbidden ground to them 
under an imperial ukase. 

The social democracs believe they have the 


government at their mercy since with the’ 


railroads stopped the authorities dre power- 
less to transport troops. This is all the more 
serious, as bloody collisions already have 
been reported at various places and a dan- 
gerous agrarian movement has again broken 
out in the government of Samara. 

The strength displayed by the social demo- 
crats has amazed the authorities, who were 
taken quite as much by surprise at the evi- 
dence of their power as they were at the 
time of the **‘ Gapon rebellion.” 

The radical papers are in open sympathy 
with the strikers. The Nasha Shisn has 
been confiscated. The Slovo, liberaly con- 
demns the strike as a colossal blunder. 
‘“ Hitherto,” the paper says, ‘‘ the struggle 
has been against the bureaucracy. Thepres- 
ent movement injuries the whole nation, im- 
poverishing the people and driving them to 
excesses to get food. It will play into the 
-_hands of the reactionaries, as it will arouse 
against the strikers everybody in need of 
bread whether cab driver or peasant.”’ *

The 
demand for a constituent assembly, the count 
said, could not be realized nor could universal 
suffrage be admitted, as all the people were 
not prepared to exercise the right of fran- 
chise. 

In this connection the count spoke of the 
power wielded by capital in America where 
universal suffrage existed. He thought it 
possible to meet the demands for an eight 
hour day, especially for outdoor workers, and 
warmly favored the general measures advo- 
cated with the view to improving the condl- 
tion of the workingman, especially in the way 
of schools, hospitals, etc. 

Count de Witte warned the deputation that 
a continuation of the strike could only result 
in bloodshed, either by compeiling the inter- 
ference of the military or by the famine 
stricken populaces of the cities turning upon 
the strikers. 

* Remember,” he said, “ the government 
may fall, but with it you will perish also by 
playing into the hands of the bourgeoisie you 


are fighting.” 
Gorky’s Revolutionary Drama. 


A new sensational drama by Maxim Gorky, 
entitled ‘“‘ The Children of the Sun,” deal- 
ing with revolution in, Russia, which a few 
months ago probably would have landed its 
author in prison, was presented here for 
the first time last night and seats for it 
were sold out several weeks in advance. 
The play satirizes the Russian higher classes, 
and for the first time a scene is allowed to 
be presented on the Russian stage in which 
the people rise in revolt against the doctors 
who are endeavoring to save them from 
cholera. This scene shows the supersti- 
tion and@ brutality of the Russian mujik 
when once aroused. 

The play presented is brutal and hideously 
realistic in treatment. The audience madly 
applauded every allusion of a political char- 
acter. Maxim Gorky was not present, his 
health has again collapsed under the trying 
climate of St. Petersburg and he has been 
forced to leave suddenly for the Crimea in 
order to save his life. :

Davis was game, how- 
ever, and persisted in reading to the last 
paragraph, which was devoted to something 
between an apology for and a defense for 
lynching. He emphasized the heinous char- 
acter of the crime by which, as he asserted, 
lynchings usually are caused, and he did not 


take the pains to admit that there are any [| 


good negroes. 

Mr. Roosevelt, upon arising, turned direct- 
ly to the governor, and gave his remarks a 
personal application. He- said: 

“The worst enemy of the negro race is 
the negro criminal, and above all the crim- 
inal of the hideous type so often hideously 
avenged. Every reputable colored man owes 
the duty to himself and to his race to hunt 
down that criminal. 

“Now as to the white man‘/s side: To 
avenge one hideous crime by another is to 
reduce the avenger to the bestial level. An~ 
other thing which makes this lynch law so 
abhorrent is that three-fourths of the crimes 
for which it is invoked are for others than 
that against the women of the country. 

*“ Governor, you and I and all others in 
authority owe it to our people to drive out 
the reproach and the menace of lynch law 
in the United States. é 

Decency Only Real Issue. 

“ We can afford to be divided on qu ng 
of mere partisanship, for, comparatively, the 
differences of tariff and the currency are of 
no conséquence. After all, the real question 
is that of decency in the life of the homeand 
honesty in public life. ; 

“It makes little difference in the long run 
whether a democrat or a republican is pres- 
ident, but it makes every difference to have 
all our public officials honest and clean. 
The candidate is the candidate of his party, 
but the president, if he is worth his salt, » 
the president of the whole people. | 

‘We young men ave a great heritage in 
this free country of ours, and let us see that 
we transmit it unimpaired to our children. 
Let their valor and their heroism of war 
and the forty years of peace be an incentive 
to greater efforts.”’ 


Urges Judiciary Reform. 

The president was entertained at luncheon 
by 100 representative Arkansag men. Judge 
U. M. Rose, pro preceded him in the 
speeches, said President Roosevelt had 
proved himself the president of no political 
party, but the president of every man, wom- 
an, and child under the protection of the 
American flag. 

This led Mr. Roosevelt to a discussion of 
the need for reforms in judicial procedure. 
He said in part: 

‘“ We urgently need in this country methods 
for expediting punishment, methods for do- 
ing away with delays, methods which will 
secure to the public an even chance with the 
criminalk—I don’t ask any more. If we can 
get an average of just 50 per cent of the 
criminals we will be pretty nearly all right, 
and we will give the public an even chance 
with the criminal, whose offense is against 
the public. 

“At present the right of appeal is In cer- 
tain cases so abused as to make it a matter 
of the utmost difficulty to ultimately punish 
aman sufficiently rich or sufficiently in- 
fluential to command really good legal talent. 


Hard to Get at Offenders. 

“ Now, I am speaking of what I know, for 
I am speaking in the light of experiences 
during the last three years in trying to get 
at certain public offenders who have been 
indicted and some of whom it has been al- 
most impossible to get into the jurisdiction 
of the courts at Washington in order to try 
them. There are others whose cases are 
still on trial. 

‘YT feel that the man who offends against 
the state occupies a position worse than that 
of any other criminal, from the fact he is 
a man who attacks everybody instead of 
just one person, so that it Is not the speciai 


| business of anyone to get at him. In conse- 
| quence, if he can keep the forces of justice 
| at bay long enough, if he can secure one or 
| two mistrials, gradually the popular inter- 
| est evaporates and the criminal gets off. 


‘* Now, as the judge has so well said, the 
minute that a man becomes president he 
ceases being The president of a party and 
is the president of every man, woman, and 
child within the confines of the nation. But 
I-permit myself one particular bit of per- 
sonal discrimination. Iam just a trifle more 


than the democratic offender, because he is 
my own scoundrel. I feel a certain sense of* 
peculiar responsibility for him, and I-am 
going to unload the responsibility if I can. 
Premium Put on Lawbreaking. 

“Of course, as we all know, offenses must 
come; but I have endeavored to carry out 
the scriptural injunction to make it a mat- 
ter of woe unto him by whom they come. 


| I am happy to say that we have a reason- 


able proportion of the offenders in ques-

per cent average that I would like, and 
I want to go a little further than we yet 
have gone,

Tells Board of Education That Pres- 
ent Method Is Productive of Way- 
wardness Instead of Referm and 
Urges’ Trustees to Co-operate with 
the City and the County in the 
Erection of a Separate Building for 
the Juvenile Court. 


Attacking the public school suspension sys- 
tem on the ground that it is productive of 
waywardness instead of reform, Judge Julian 
W. Mack of the Juvenile court in an address 
before the board of education last njent 
urged that body to establish a “ detention 
school” as a cure for the evil. Judge Mack 
called upon the board to codperate with the 
city and county in the erection of a separate 
building for the Juvenile court. 

Under the roof of this building, he declared, 
not only should the court behoused, but also 
the “detention school,” the department of 
compulsory education, the departMhient of 
child study and child labor certificate bureau, 
all of which branches of the school admin- 
istration bear a close relation to the court. 
According to the plan presented by Judge 
Mack, the ‘‘ detention school" would dis- 
place the present inconveniently located de- 
tention .home and would accommodate the 
juveniles awaiting commitment to the pa- 
rental school and the various institutions 
to which the Juvenile court sends children. 

In addition it would house temporarily the 
school ¢hildren suspended for violation of 
the school rules and thus rescue them from 
the Brink of waywardness and delinquency. 
At the present time, Judge Mack detlared, 
the parental school is overcrowded and there 
are ninety truants on the waiting list. 


Says Suspension Pleases Boys. 

“The. school principals say these ninety 
boys cannot be kept in school,” urged Judge 
Mack, “and yet the Parental school is too 
overcrowded to accommodate them. An- 
other class, for which no provisions have 
béeen made, is the suspended class. By turn- 
ing. these boys into the streets, they are made 
worse than they ever were before. In many 
cases suspension is just what the boy wants. 
The. boy under 14 when suspended is con- 
fronted, by this situation: He can't go to 
work, because the child labor law forbids; 
he can’t go to school, because the school 
board forbids. e is bound to be a loafer. 
He turns up no‘longer asa truant, but asa 
delinquent. . : 

“ Suspension is one of the greatest causes 
of délinquency, a direct cause. The drift 
toward waywardness and delinquency could 
cow 1 in a detention school, the seeds of 
t cy in the boy could be destroyed, and 
perhaps the. school board saved great ex- 
pense by not having to keep the boy in the 
Parental school for a long term later on. You 
are not doing your duty by having beds for 


‘only 200 truants at the Parental school, when 


there are many more truantsin the city. You 
are doing nothing for the other boy, for the 
boy for whom there is not room in the Pa- 
rental school.” 

Tells Aim of JuvenileCourt. _ 


Judgé Mack had come tothe board meeting 
by invitation of the board’s committee, ap- 
pointed’ to confer with the joint committee 
of city and county on the new Juvenile court 
bullding. 

He explained that the Juvenile court was 
not established to give charity or mete out 
pufiishment, but to train and educate. He 
urged that not a day should pass during 
which the wards of the court are not under 
ediicational influences. He demonstrated 
how closely the work of the court and of the 
school are related, and urged the school 
board to récognize the necessity of giving a 
helping hand to the work of erecting the new 
court: home. 


Committee’s Report Is Read. 
Judge Mack’s address was preceded by the 
reading by Chairman P. Shelly O’Ryan of 
the report of the board’s committee appoint- 


‘ed to confer with the joint city and county 


committee. The report strongly urged the 
board to codperate with the city afid county 
governments and give financial aid to the 
project.. It was signed by Trustee O’Ryan, 
Mrs. Emmons Blaine, and President Til- 


“den. Trustee White urged that the matter 


was too important and involved too great an 
expenditure of money to. be acted upon at 
once. Trustee Duddieston also took this 
view and questioned the board's jegal right 
to engagéin the enterprise. Trustée O’Ryan 
declared there was no cause for haste. 
Thereupon Trustee White moved that the 
school board hold a special meeting next 
Wednesday night to consider in detail the 
whole question. The motion was carried by 
a unanimous vote, and Judge Mack and the 
members of the committees were invited to 
be present at the session. 


KENWOOD FLAT BUILDING 
IS PURCHASED FOR $75,000. 


Flat Property in Greenwood Avenue Is 
Acquired by Jessie C. Barnes and 
Daisy C. Milsted. 


The high grade apartment house on Fortj- 
geventh street, 219 feet east of Greenwood 
avenue, has been sold by William P. Doerr 
to Jessie C. Barnes and Daisy C. Milsted for 

75,000, subject to an incumbrance of $35,000. 

In connection with a family settlement, 
Livingston W. Fargo, trustee, conveyed to 
Florence Bradford Fargo the property at 
the northwest corner of Franklin and Jack- 
son streets for $240,000.

Chicago Dental College “Class 
Rush” Ends in Pitched 
Battle in Street. 


FIRE SHOTS.INTO THE ATR. 


Sixteen Juniors and Freshmen Are 
Arrested; Many Missiles 
Are Thrown. 


Students of the Chicago Dental college, at 
Harrison and Wood streets, yesterday after- 


ed to three riot calls sent in by Patrolman 
Doherty, whom they had locked in a patrol 
box. Shots fired into the air by the police- 
men put the students to rout, but sixteen 
were arrested and taken to the Lake street 


station. 

To a class rush between freshmen and 
juniors, which took place in the street, all 
the blame is laid. Policeman Doherty, who 
is detailed for duty at the college, watched 
the battle between the boys, and did not 
interfere while they fought among them- 
selves. When, after tiring of testing their 
class strength and individual prowess, the 


horses and wagons around in the streets, and 


vene. 4 
Several hundred persons had gathered in 
the streets, and Doherty found himself 
powerless to act. 
Lock Policeman in Patrol Box. 

Doherty rah across Harrison street to the 
patrol box, followed by 150 cheering and 
howling students. He opened the door of 
‘the box and got inside to telephone for as- 
sistance. The door was shut by the stu- 
dents, who then beat a tattoo on the box 
with clubs and stones. 

Forcing opem the door, Doherty emerged 
with a pistol in his hand. The weapon 
frightened the crowd, and many of the stu- 
dents rushed into the college. 

Patrol wagons frédm the Lake street 
Twenty-eightu precinct, Warren avenue 
and Thirteenth street stations, filled with 
policemen, arrived within a few minutes. 

The students, who had sought refuge in 
the college, raised windows and met the 
éfficers with showers of plaster of paris, 
eggs and water. 


Students Throw Woman on Car. 

A woman, attempting to board a Harrison 
street car, was picked up by the students 
and thrown to thé platform. She was not 
injured, but her denunciation of the stu- 
dents added to their amusement. Three 
girls were stopped on the sidewalk, jostied, 
and compelled to turn around. 

One large bag of the plaster of paris struck 
Policeman Patrick O’Neil of the Lake street 
station on the’ back. Its weight and the 
momentum it had gained in falling from 
a fourth story window crushed him to the 
ground. O'Neil féll on his right hand and 
sustained a fracture of the thumb. He com- 
plained of internal pains and was forced to 
withdraw from duty. Then the police got 
into action. 


Police Charge Into Students. 

‘*Give it to them and get as many as you 
can,” shouted Lieut. Harding. - The class 
rush had been tame to the way the blue 
coats charged into the crowd with drawn 
clubs. Sixteen policemen participated and 
each emerged with a student. 

The boys struggled, but were forced into 
the patrol wagon. Fearing an attempt at 
rescue, Lieut. Harding and several of the 
policemen, with drawn revolvers, forced the 
crowd back. The students jeered, and the 
college yell. “‘C. D.C. Rah, rah, rah,’’ could 
be heard for blocks. 

The firing of the shots was heard at the 
Cook County and Presbyterian hospitals. 
‘Dr. H. W. Howard,- superintendent of the 
Presbyterian institution, had telephoned to 
Mayor Dunne of the riot, and the mayor com- 
municated with Chief Collins. By this time, 
however, the police had quelled the mob. 

Dr. Howard stated that the noise made by 
the students had alarmed three of his pa- 
tients, who are critically ill, and he fears 
the result may be serious. Dr. Howard will 
appear as a witness against the sixteen pris- 
oners in police court today. 


Faculty to Make Investigation. 


The faculty of the dental school was pow- 
erless to prevent the trouble, and the stu- 
dents met all efforts to put a stop to their 
actions with shouts of derision. Truman 
W. Brophy, dedn of the school, has ordered 
an investigation, and at the college it is said 
the students responsible for the riot will be 
severely dealt with.

Seek to Drive Him from Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor on Grounds That 
His Junior SteamSitters’ Union fs 
an “Independent” Body and Not Af. 
fliated with Chicago Branch—Em- 
piloyers Begin Work to Enlarge As- 
sociation to Include All Merchants. 


The foes of Martin B. (‘‘ Skinny "’) Mad- 
den have laid a plot to oust him from the 
Chicago Federation of Labor.: An appeal 
will be sent within a few days to President 
Gompers calling for an investigation of the 
standing of Madden’s organization, the 
Junior Steamfitters’ union. 

Madden’s enemies assert that he i@ at the 
head of an “independent ’”’ body’of work- 
men, which has no cohnection or affiliation 
with the American Federation of Labor and 
which, as a result, is not entitled to dele- 
gates’ seats in the Chicago branch of the 
national labor body. y 

The standing of Madden and his union 
already has been challenged by the Gasfit- 
ters’ union and the complaint was lodged 
yesterday with the United Association of 
Plumbers, Steamfitters and Gasfitters, with 
the request that the matter be laid before 
President Gompers. 

Madden's friends said last night that the 
leader was willing to rest his case on the 
fact that last year he was elected and served 
as a delegate to the American Federation 
of Labor convention in San Francisco. This, 
they declare, should prove his good stand- 
ing in the national labor body. 

Should the cofittention of his foes be sus- 
tained Madden will be eliminated from the 
controversy between the “ old style " union- 
ists and the “lily whites,” both of which 
factions are planning to capture control of 
local labor affairs next January. 


Employers to Extend Association. 

Steps are being taken to extend the scope 
of the Employers’ association to include all 
of the leading business houses in Chicago. 
As a preliminary move Secretary Frederick 
W. Job has sent out hundreds of letters to 
business men containing the query: “ Are 
you insured against strikes?’ 

“It is the purpose of the association,” 
said Mr, Job, “to enlarge the membership 
until all of the merchants, manufacturers, 
and other employers will be formed into a 
compact organization for the purpose of re- 
sisting the demands of labor unions,” 

Play for Striking Printers. 

Striking printers were treated to a diversion 
in the aftermoon in the form of a vaudeville 
entertainment at Uhlich’s hall.

MAY RESTORE THE BEDS TO 
“DOUBLE PLATOON” MEN. 


Commission Meets and \Considers This 
Plan of Overcoming Chief Objection 
of Members of Fire Company. 


The commission appointed by Mayor Dunne 
to watch the “‘ double platoon ’’ experiment, 
which is causing much concern to downtown 
firemen, met yesterday afternoon at the 
engine house at Fifth avenue and Van Buren 
street. 

It was proposed to meet the main objection 
of the men by recommending that bede be put 
back in the station houses to be used by the 
men when not on duty. ost of the opposi- 
tion to the two shift plan has arisen from the 
taking away of the beds from the engine 
house at 83 Franklin street, where the ex- 
periment is being tried. The commission will 
meet again this morning to formulate a set 
of rules. It is composed of ex-Chief W. H. 
Musham, John McDonough, captain of en- 
gine company No. 1, and Timothy Smith, 
captain of truck No, 2. 

‘They took away our beds in the first 
place just to break our spirit,’’ said Lieut. 
Bassett, head of the firemen who demanded 
the new system. “I do not believe it will 
be a success unless we have our cots back.”’ 

Differences of opinion have been the cause 
of considerable discord among the firemen 
in the *‘ experimental station.’’ The new men 
favor the system and they are known to the 
old members of the company as “ agitators.” 
No open break has occurréd yet, though sev- 
éral times violence has been threatened. 


DEAN AT U. OF C. REJECTS 
ADVICE OF J. D. ROCKEFELLER 


Frank J. Miller Tells Students to Be 
“Good Fellows,” to Cultivate Social 
Graces, and “Mix’’ Freely. 


John D. Rockefeller’s advice to refrain 
from being a ‘“‘ good fellow ”’ is not final ad- 
vice with all University of Chicago authori- 
ties. Frank J. Miller, dean of affiliations, 
in the lOwer seniors’ chapel meeting yester- 
day urged the students to cultivate the pre- 
scribed qualities. 

“That student is exceedingly unwise who 
makes no friends but books,’’ declared Dean 
Miller. “ You must not forget that you have 
to associate .with men in this world, and 
therefore I urge you to cultivate the social 
graces. Scores of students go out from this 
and other universities filled with knowledge 
and with fine mental training, but they can- 
not deliver the goods. 

‘‘T do not mean necessarily that you should 
go to balls six or seven times a week. But 
there are other places, of course, to learn 
the social graces. Whenever two persons 
meet, whenever humanity clashes with hu- 
manity, then can the social graces be culti- 
vated. 

‘‘Learn the ease of access. It is wortha 
fortune to be a good mixer. It means a life 
full of happiness. The really successful man 
gets around among men and does not hold 
himself apart. He gives of himself freely 
to his fellow men. Cultivate inside yourself 
a liveable, lovable good fellow.”’

Ruling of Judge Dupuy May 


Delay Getting Case to State 
Supreme Court. 


EFFECT IS FAR REACHING. 


Decision Is That Cempanies May 
Question Method of Begin- — 
ning Action. 


Judge Dupuy gave a decision in the city’s. 


quo warranto case against the traction com- 
panies yesterday which, while not especially 


important as bearing on the case before him, | 


may have far reaching etiects on the general 
litigation between the city and the compa- 
nies over the ninety-nine year claims. It is 
likely to make it impossible for the city to 
get its case before the state Supreme court 
beforeJan. 2, when the Supreme court of the 
United States is to hear the appeal from the 
Grosscup decision. 

The decision of Judge Dupuy was adverse 
to the contention of the city that itis now too 
late for the companies to question the legal- 
ity of the method by which the quo warranto 
wuit was started. This eult was begun on the 
relation of the state’s attorney and attacks 
on the right of the companies to do a street 
car business in Chicago. The company an- 
swered that the suit was not brought rightly 
in that the state's attorney did not hear any 
evidence as to the facts before he sigried the 
application for the writ. The city replied 
the company should have made this objection 
before Judge Chytraus, who issued the writ, 
and at the same term of court. 

Judge Dupuy held, however, that the rule 
as to making a motion before a term of court 
was over applied only to the entry of final 
judgments or orders. Interlocutory ones 
could be made afterwards. He theninstruct- 
ed the attorneys for the company to proceed 
with their arguments as to why they thought 
the suit had been-wrongly brought. They 
took the day doing so, and will continue this 
morning. 

Long Delay in Sight. 

The reason why it is expected this ruling 
will cause delay was givem by Corporation 
Counsel Lewis when he said: 

“Of course, if the court sustains the con- 
tention of the companies as to the legality 
of the manner in which the suit was brought 
that ends the matter. ) 

‘But presuming he will deny the motion 
ef the companies and sustain the city, then 
the companies probably will ask leave to 
introduce evidence as to the manner of filing 
the suit and this will take time. 

“It is possible that if they are then de- 
feated they can take an appeal to the Su- 
preme court on:thig one point without going 
into the real merits of the case at all and 
thus waste much time. 

‘As the case is now it does not look as if 
it would be possible to get a decision in 
Springfield before the hearing in the United 
States Supr®me court in Washington Jan. 2.” 

It has-been the desire of the city to geta 
decision from the state Supreme court in 
advance of that hearing. The-law depart- 
ment felt that if the state courts held with 
them it would have a great effect on the fed- 
eral tribunal, which generally follows. the 
holding of a state court as to the interpreta- 
tion of a statute of its own state.

Loop Company Offers Compensation. 
The right of the city to derive revenue from 
the advertising privileges on the union ele- 
vated loop was recégnized in the afternoon 
when the loop company offered to pay 10 
per cent of such recefts to the city if theré 
is no interference with the signs on the stairs 
leading to the eleven stations on the loop. 
The company says it derives only $275 a 
month from this privilege. It receives $600 
a month from the rental of space for news- 
stands at stations and $1,000 a month from 
the weighing and gum vending machines. 


ORGANIST CLARENCE EDDY 
WITHDRAWS DIVORCE SUIT. 


Counsel for Musician Dismisses Ac- 
tion on Receiving Letter of Instruc- 
tions—His Client Not in Chicago.

They were married tn 1859, when 
both were leaders in the younger society set, 
Mrs. Ronalds has lived in London for sev- 
eral years. 

Besides his town residence, Mr. Ronalds 
had a large place at Newton, Conn., called 
“ Castle Ronald,” and his estate was consid- 
erable. He left a will which has not yei 
been offered for probate, but tn which, it is 
said, the residuary estate, practically the 
bulk of his property, is divided equally among 
the children. It is under this will that Reg- 
inald Ronalds bases his claim, setitng forth 
the alleged invalidity of the deeds to Mrs 
Blake, and makes the parcels of property 
named in them part of the residuary estate. 

The deeds in question were executed by 
Mr. Renalds tn November, 1900, December, 
1901, and January, 1904.

Senator Mason Questions Him 


Concerning ‘‘Faney Fees” 
Paid to Attorneys.

board, answer at the earliest opportunity. 


Asks Questions of Wenter. 

“TIT wish you would answer this, Mr. Wen- 
ter,’’ sald the former senator. ‘ Did you not 
approve contracts, some time ago, to give 
the railways a permanent right to build per- 
manent bridges across the drainage canal? 
I remember the time when you, as president 
of the sanitary board, were willing that these 
bridges be built, and now you talk about the 
great plans you are making to have the 
canal made into a great waterway. But for 
the work of the press at that time you would 
not have such a chance of making that canal 
the great waterway that you picture. Bless 
you, you are behind the times when you 
declare that the republicans oppose that 
plan. Why, we always Nave stood for the 
waterway and have worked for it. Weare 
going to continue to do so. You are the one 
that almost made it an impossibility. 

‘‘T want to ask you, Mr. Wenter, one other 
question. Have you not voted to pay out 
fancy fees to attorneys when it was against 
the law? You believe in obeying the law, 
and yet you believe in paying lawyers more 
than their allowed salaries. How about ask- 
ing those fancy paid attorneys toreturn that 
graft?’”’ 

Mr. Mason repeatedly was cheered while 
he was speaking. In commending Ald. Mc-

McCormick Received with Cheers.

CITY WINS LICENSE SUI 


BAR ON EACH FLOOR OF THE SAME 
BUILDING MUST PAY. 


Decision of Appellate Court in Case 
of Philip Malkan Upheld—Supreme 
Tribunal Refuses to Take Jurisdic- 
tion of the Masonic Temple Fight 
Against Building Ordinance—Con- 
demnation for Extending Market 
Square Set Aside. 


The city of Chicago has won its fight to en- 
force the payment of two licenses for two 
saloons on different floors of the same build- 
ing. The Supreme court at Springfield yes- 
terday affirmed the decision of the Appellate 
court on this question. 

The suit arose in the ¢ase of Phillip Mal- 
kan, who kept a basement ealoon and a sa- 
loon on the first floor at 187 Quincy street. He 
was compelled to obtain’ a second license, but 
later the trial court gave him a judgment for 
the amount paid to the city. The city 
appealed and won in the Appellate court, 
Then Malkan appealed. 


Masonic Temple Loses Appeal. 


In the case of the Masonic Temple associa- 
tion against the city of Chicago the Supreme 
court refused to take jurisdiction on the 
ground that sufficient cause had not been 
shown. Shortly after the Iroquois theater 
fire the temple roof garden was closed on 
the ground that the stairs were not suffi- 
cient. The Temple association obtained a 
temporary injunction against the city which 
was dissolved after a hearing in the Circuit 
court. 


Haymarket Condemnation Set Aside. 


The city of Chicago must pay Charles A. 
Berdel and others for damages sustained by 
condemnation of property at West Ran- 
dolph and Halsted streets for widening West 
Randolph street. Thirty-five feet was con- 
demned on each side of West Randolph 
street from Halsted to Sangamon. The jury 
in the trial court adopted the arbitrary rule 
that the propery was increased in value to 
the exact amount of damages sustained. 


Usury Not a Defense. 


Usury is not a defense to foreclosure pro- 
ceedings instituted by a building and loan 
association even if the legal rate of interest 
ie exceeded, provided the loan is made in 
accordance with the rules of the association 
and the building and loan law. This is the 
court's decision in the case of the Home 
Building and Loan association of Chicago 
against George D. McKay and others, which 
is reversed and remanded. Interest was 
charged at the rate of 7 per cent, and in 
addition a premium of seven twenty-fourths 
of 1.per cent was to be paid monthly. 


City Loses to Contractor. 


The judgment of the Appellate court in the 
case of the city of Chicago against Joseph 
J. Duffy, in which the latter is given $137,585, 
is affirmed. Duffy was awarded the contract 
to construct part of a water tunnel and a 
dispute arose over the collection of a forfeit 
of $200 a day for failure to complete the 
work on time. 

The suit of the Chicago Terminal Transfer 
company against.the city is remanded be- 
cause of errors in instructions given to the 
jury. The case ardse over the ordinance for 
the opening of Homan avenue across the 
tracks of the company. 

The ordinance for paving Diversey avenue 
from Milwaukee to Crawford avenue is held 
invalid for the reason that while the ordl- 
nance provides an assessment to produce a 
fund to be used in paying both principal and 
interest, it does not disclose the amount of 
“either interest or principal. 


Other Decisions. 


Persons holding contracts with public 
service corporations are not proper parties 
to a bill to foreclose on such corporations, 
says the court in the case of Charles A. 
Wightman and others against the Evanston 
Yaryan company and others. Appellants 
filed a number of intervening petitions ip 
a foreclosure suit; on the ground that they 
held unexpired contracts for heating and 


lighting their premises. 
The Supreme court for the first time recog- 
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nized the interstate commerce commission 
when it affirmed the judgment of the Circuit 
court of McLean county awarding Will- 
iam Walters, a Chicago and Alton brakeman,

DECISION BARS OUT HUNTERS. 


Illinois Supreme Court Holds Only 
Owners of Submerged Land Have 
Right to Game. 


Springfield, Ill., Oct. 25.—[Special.]—A de- 
cision affecting every hunting and: fishing 
club in the state and millions of dollars of 
property was handed down by the Supreme 
court today, which held that owners of sub- 
merged land, even when the surface is nav- 
igable, are entitled to the sole right and priv- 
ilege of hunting and fishing thereon. The 


when land is overflowed so that the property

one had a right to enter thereon and hunt, 
provided the water was navigable.

State Supreme Court Disbars 
W. E. Brown, J. H. Hooper, 
R. Huggard, M. Frisch. 


FACES CRIMINAL CHARGE. 


First Named Attorney Is on Trial 
for Alleged Subornation 
of Perjury. 


Four Chicago lawyers were disbarred yes- 
terday by the State Supreme court on action 
brought by the Chicago bar association and 
their names were ordered stricken from the 
state roll of attorneys. Against one of the 
quartet criminal charges are being heard to- 
day in the court of Judge McEwen on evi- 
dence supplied by the bar association. 

The men disqualified are William Eugene 
Brown, James a a Richard Hug- 
gard, and Morris Frisch. During the day 
Brown was on trial before Judge McEwen on 
a charge of subornation of perjury. The 
day was spent in the selectionofajury. The 
panel ts filled and the hearing will begin to- 
day. The disbarment of Brown will necessi- 
tate his retention of an attorney to aid him. 

The disbarment proceedings against Brown 
were brought about by the pertinacity of Con- 
stable *“ Louey ’’ Greenberg, who vainly had 
attempted to collect a judgment against the 
lawyer, and who was cited for contempt of 
court when he finally levied on the automo- 
biles of Brown. In the subsequent investiga- 
tion Judge Dunne brought the matter to the 
attention of the bar association. 

Attorney John E. Fogle of the bar associa- 
tion argued the cases against the four ac- 
cused men. It is the first time in the history 
of the court that so many lawyers have been 
disbarred at one time, and members of the 
association declare the effect on the many 
‘shady ” legal representatives now practic- 
ing in Chicago will be marked. 


Brown Only One to Fight Case. 

William Eugene Brown was the only one 
of the quartet who contested his case vigor- 
ously before the Supreme court. He is a 
former member of the Kansas legislature 
and was president of the Indiana club of 
Chicago. The principal allegation made 
against the lawyer was the using of the Cir- 
cuit court of Cook county as a means of de- 
‘frauding creditors by having himself ap- 
pointed receiver of his own property. 

The “kiting’’ of checks, in which the 
American Trust and Savings bank sustained 
a’ loss of $2,750, also was alleged... A check 
for $3,850 signed by “O. A, Nelson,” de- 
posited in the Commercial National bank to 
the account of Brown, was drawn against 
and later found to be worthless. From this 
case the charges on which Brown now is 
being tried in the Criminal court were de- 
veloped. 

By turning his property, wh!ch was heavily 
mortgaged, over to his brother-in-law, Brown 
later filed a bill for foreclosure on the prop- 
erty in the Circuit court and was ap- 
pointed receiver of the property. Thelawyer 
then is said to have defied his creditors and 
the constables carrying numerous judgment 
executions, who sought to seize the property. 
Not satisfied with the protection of the court 
in this case, the lawyer is said to have se- 
cured two automobiles and cther equipment 
and then extended the mortgage and re- 
ceivership over the acquired property. 


Constable Causes Investigation. 


Constable Greenberg was awed for a time 
by the receivership and threats of contempt 
proceedings, but finally seized both automo- 
biles on his execution, 

He promptly was cited into court for con- 
tempt on the complaint of Brown. The hear- 
ing was before Judge Dunne ten months ago. 
On hearing the evidence the judge ordered 
that Brown be barred from practice in his 
courtroom and brought the matter to the at- 
tention of the bar association. While the 
investigation of the man’s legal record was 
being made he Is said to have offered a pri- 
vate detective $200 to testify to his acquaint- 
ance with one of the persons named in the 
check ‘** kiting ’’ incident.

That is what the com- 
mittee is doing. ‘The ordinances which it 
is drafting will contain provisions under 
which the city will be in a position to acquire 
at some future time the properties of the 
traction companies. That is an exercise of 
the powers granted by the Mueller law, 
which gives the city authority ‘to acquire 
street railroads. 

Ordinances of that kind are notacceptable 
to the mayor. He calls the attention of the 
council to the fact that at the last election 
a number of voters said that in their opin- 
ion the council should acquire ownership of 
the street railroads “ without delay,” and 
that it should not grant any extension to ex- 
isting companies. But it appears to be the 
belief of a majority of the council that the 
street railroads may be acquired for the city 
through extension ordinances more easily 
than in any other way. They intend to try 
that method first, because they believe it 
promises better results than any other. 
The council can, under the Mueller law, 
pass an ordinance providing for the institu- 
tion of condemnation proceedings to acquire 
the properties of the roads. But it knows 
that such proceedings, df held to be legal, 
would involve interminabledelay. Further- 
more, the sum which the city would be re- 


| quired to pay would be far in excess of what 


the cost would be under the plan incorpor- 
ated in the drafts of extension ordinances. 
The, council. can. pass: an ordinance pro- 
viding for the purchase of the roads if the 
companies will sell, But the price which 
they would ask would. be so great that it 
would be madness for the city to pay it. 

Here are two methods of acquiring pos- 
session of the street railways which are not 
feasible.

The committee is endeavoring to 
put the city in a position where it will be en- 
abled to utilize to the best advantage the 
power given it by the Mueller law to acquire 
the street railroads. The council will not 
interfere with it while it is thus engaged 
and order it to draft futile ordinances. 


A NEW YORE HOLDUP. 

In Chicago it is the custom to place blame 
for the prevalence of holdups or robberies 
exclusively upon insufficient policing. But 
it appears that other cities, where police 
protection has reached a higher state of 
efficiency than in Chicago, are occasional- 
ly likewise troubled. In New York a 
store not sixty feet from Broadway has 
been entered in the middle of the day and 
robbed by five masked men. The owner 
and clerks were in the store at the time. 
These were held up at the point of revol- 
vers, the loot collected, and an escape made. 
Yet no more finished grade of city policing 
exists anywhere in the country than ob- 
tains in this section of New York. 

That crimes of this nature can be and are 
successfully committed under these con- 
ditions goes far to prove that they are likely 
to happen in any cOmmunity, no matter 
how well policed itis. No manner of police 
work ‘that is practical can directly pre- 
vent such occurrences, Close surveillance 
of all suspicious characters and the con- 
stant arrest and vigorous prosecution of all 
known criminals are indirect remedies, 
but even with these practiced to the limits 
of toleration the occasional erime of this 
sort will spring up. Such measures mini- 
mize the probability of crime, but they 
eannot, nor can anything, eliminate the 
possibility. So long as men will take des- 
perate chances similar to those taken by 
the daylight robber, when he operates in 
the crowded part of a large city, there will 
be robberies and holdups and other crimes 
of a like nature. That men are willing 
to take such chances is a source of wonder 
to the sane minded person. But the sad 
and interesting fact remains that they are 
and probably will be for a long time to 


come. 


Day before yesterday De- 
votion C. Eddy, who had 
been a resident of Chicago 
Chicago. for sixty-six years, died at 
the age of 91. On the same 
day Mrs. Rose Nerreing, who had been in 
Chicago for twenty years and who was born 
in 1801, died from injuries received in falling 
downstairs. Her home was shared by a 
friend 90 years old. Ten days ago Stephen 
Francis Gale, who came here in 1835, died 
at the age of 93. It is manifest that, in spite 
of smoke, Occasional impure water, dirty 
streets and alleys, a lack of adequate police 
protection, and other drawbacks, it is not 
impossible for men and women to attain a 
ripe old age in Chicago. Mrs. Nerreing was 
an old woman when she got here. Mr. Gale 
and Mr. Eddy came here as young men, They 
went through fires, epidemics, and panics, 
and lived longer, perhaps, in the activity 
of Chicago than they would have done in the 
quiet eastern towns whence they came. 
There is no difficulty about reaching a ven- 
erable old age in Chicago. All that is re- 
quired is to have @ certain degree of tough- 
ness—not moral but physical—to be careful 
about going downstairs, and to keep out 
of the way of automobiles. They have no 
more respect for old age than they have for 
childhood, and if they are not curbed will 
keep down the number of centenarians in 
this city. 
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REORGANIZE THE LAW DEPARTMENT. 

Criticism is being directed against the 
amount of money which the city is paying 
for special legal counsel. It should rather 
be directed against the plan of maintaining 
a weak law department, and then resorting, 
on that account, to special counsel for much 
of the city’s legal business. The employ- 
ment of special counsel for cases of special 
importance or difficulty accords with the 
practice of great business corporations, and 
is a wise practice for the city to follow in 
exceptional cases. It should not be made a 
means, however, of conferring politica] 
favors, nor should it be resorted to save for 
securing legal services of special - value. 
Above all, it should serve merely as an aid 
to an able corps of legal advisers comprising 
the permanent legal department of the city. 

A disproportionate amount of the city’s 
legal business is today in the hands of spe- 
cial counsel, and the permanent law depart- 
mentisin an apologetic condition. This situ- 
ation is due primarily to the unfit appoint- 
ment which Mayor Dunne made and which 
the aldermen unanimously approved for the 
bead of that department. The present cor- 
poration counsei is so conspicuously without 
knowledge of municipal! law, so admittedly 
destitute of the qualifications demanded for 
the head of this great branch of the munici- 
pality, that his appointment and confirma- 
tion cast a regrettable reflection upon the 
official fidelity both of the mayor and the 
‘aldermen.

assistants. ‘The head should be paid a sal- 
ary sufficient to secure and retain the high- 
est grade of legal talent in the city, and his 
position sh be as honorable as that of a 
judge. The ‘assiatants ‘should be compen- 
seated sufficiently to make it worth their 
while to remain in the public service, and 
promotion on merit should be the rule of the 
office, even to the top. 

Such a department would introduce order 
and simplicity into public documents and 
procedure. It would clothe public policies 
and legislation in exact and sufficient lan- 
guage. It would save the city from many 
costly legal blunders such as incompetence 
and inexperience have plunged it into in the 
past. It would be able to handle nearly all 
the city’s legal business better and at less 
cost than special attorneys could do. 

The law department is fundamental to the 
entire legislative and administrative life of 
the city. It is the ultimate counselor. At 
present it is inefficient and discredited, and 
its weakness weakens public confidence re- 
specting the whole field of public standards 
and procedure. ' It ought to be reorganized 
and placed upon a basis of capacity and per- 
manence commensurate with the great pub- 
lic interests with which it must deal. Will 
this urgent task be performed?

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY 
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HROUGH the death of old Lord Leigh 
and the succession of the Hon. Dudley 
Leigh to his honors and estates a 
notable addition is made to the number 
of American born peeresseés of the Brit- 

ish realm. For the new Lady Leigh is a 
daughter of that Nelson M. Beckwith who 
was for a number of years minister to 
France, accredited to the court of the 
Tuileries, where his daughter, the new Lady 
Leigh, became a particular fayorite of Em- 
press Eugénie and used to be known among 
the entourage of the empress as “ Bébe 
Beckwith,” a name which clung to her long 
after she had reached womanhood, 

Somewhere or another in the world Lady 
Leigh has a long missing brother named 
Arthur. A wealthy artist, making his home 
in New York at 75 Fifth avenue, he received 
injuries while driving up Fifth avenue in 
May, 1880, which cost him his reason. For 
a number of years he wae kept closely con- 
fined at his house in Fifth ayenue under the 
care of domestics. I have sometimes won- 
dered whether he hag been the only rich man 
bereft of his reason whom his relatives, from 
motives of mistaken sentiment, have re- 
frained from committing to a sanitarium 
and have imprisoned in his or their houses 
without the knowledge of the authorities 
and more or less at the mercy of servants, 
without proper medical care or supervision. 

Arthur Beckwith’s insanity developed into 
homicidal mania, and he made so many at- 
tempts to escape, to take his own life, and 
to injure those intrusted with his care that 
the police learned of the affair and insisted 
upon his commitment in due form to Dr. 
Buell’s sanitarium at Litchfield, Mass. But 
this was not until 1890, and for the whole of 
the ten previous years he had beena prisoner 
at his house in Fifth avenue. 

Towards the end of 1892 he escaped and 
was found six months afterwards in one of 
the mountain provinces of Cuba, living like 
a wild creature, almost naked, covered with 
hair and dirt, the terror of the neighbor- 
hood, riot for acts of violence, but because of 
his fearsome aspect. 

They brought him to the coast of Florida. 
but he again escaped and again was cap- 
tured, They put him in the Sanford Hall In- 
sane asylum at Flushing, but in the spring 
of 1895 he again escaped. This time he made 
a better showing, and no clew has ever been 
found to his fate. But whenever any of the 
family hears of a wild man in the woods in 
any part of America private detectives are 
sent to investigate as to whether it is the 
missing Arthur Beckwith. 

Strangely enough, Arthur Beckwith's 
brother, Leonard Beckwith, likewise became 
insane about ten years ago, following a seri- 
ous illness, and while Arthur was under the 
delusion that he was a compound of Michael 
Angelo and of Raphael, Leonard Was con- 


+ vyinced that he was the discoverer of an air- 


ship destined to revolutionize the trans- 
portation business. 

Leonard has a wife and several children, 
one of whom is grown up and married abroad. 
But Arthur never married, and half of his 
property, which is considerable, will come 
to his sister, the new Lady Leigh, when he 
dies or when it is proved that he is dead. 
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The new Lord Leigh is a man of about BO, 
and, like his father before him, has royal 
Tudor blood in his veins, being descended 
maternally from Princess Mary, sister of 
King Henry VIII., whose husband was the 
first owner of Stoneleigh abbey, the ances- 
tral home in Warwickshire of Lord Leigh 
after it had become secular property. 

It was there that Charles 1. made his head- 
quarters after finding the gates of Coventry 
closed against him, and the place is full of 
historical relics both of the Tudors and of 
the Stuarts. The property is a large one 
and yields an income of $125,000 a year. 

Among Lord Leigh's ancestors have been 
Sir Piers Leigh, who bore the standard of 
Edward the Black Prince at Crescy; Sir 
Peter Leigh, who was killed at the battle of 
Agincourt; Sir Thomas Leigh, who was lord 
mayor of London in the reign of “ Bloody 
Mary,” who knighted him, besides many 
other men distinguished in the service of the 
State. 

The present Lord Leigh Is the iate peer’s 
second son, the eldest having been Killed 
while out. hunting after Dig game ‘in the 
Rockies about twenty years ago. 

Lord Leigh is by no means the only mem- 
ber of his family who is blessed with an 
American wife. For he has an uncle, a 
‘younger brother of the late peer, the Rev. 
and Hon. James Leigh, dean of Hereford, 
who is married to a daughter of Pierce But- 
ler. of Philadelphia and of annie Kemble, 
who passed the closing years of her life in 
the house of, Mrs. Leigh. 
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Few people are aware that the first Lord 
Leigh, grandfather of the present peer, was 
brought into court about fifty years ago on 
a charge of murder, the accusation being 
trumped up against him by a claimant to his 
estates and to Stoneleigh abbey named 
George Leigh. This George Leigh inciteda 
mob to attack Stoneleigh abbey, and an 
armed fight took place which resulted in the 
conviction and sentence to imprisonment of 
about thirty of the rioters. 

Months later the friends of these men and 
of George Leigh charged the peer with mur- 
dering four workmen engaged in making 
alterations at the abbey, by allowing large 
stones to fall upon them, and, further, with 
having inclosed the corpses in masonry in 
the abutment of a bridge, ‘‘ to Keep,”’ as one 
of the witnesses put it, *‘ the secrets of the 
house.” 

The whole thing was, of course, the purest 
nonsense. But the affair took place in the 
times of the chartist agitation, when the 
minds of the masses were incited against the 
classes and against the aristocracy, and it 
was not until Lord Leigh had proved his 
innocence in court that he was cleared of 
the crime imputed to him. 
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An era of discord prevails at the present 
moment among the reigning houses of Eu- 
rope. When the crown prince and crown 


i princess of Germany met, at the Munich 


railroad terminus, the other day, the wid- 
owed duchess:of Coburg, only daughter of 
Czar Alexander Il., who was with her son- 
in-law and daughter, the Grand Duke and 
Grand Duchess Cyril of Russia, the imperial 
kinsfolk stared.at one another coldly, as if 
they were perfect strangers, to the edifica- 
tion of those present. 

Both the Grand Duke and Grand Duchess 
Cyril will be boycotted from now on by all 
the reigning houses of Europe, and are 
likely to receive many more cuts direct from 
members of the various sovereign families. 
But the treatment accorded to the widowed 
duchess of Coburg, who, besides being the 
relict of a German sovereign, isan English 
princess of the blood and a Russian grand 
duchess, is entirely due to her championship 
of her daughter's cause, and can only be ex- 
plained by the extraordinary bitterness 
which prevails against the Grand Duchess 
Cyril. 

Relations between the Grand Duke Vladi- 
mir and the czar also are strained in connec- 
tion with the pénalties imposed upon Cyril, 
and the Grand Dukes Alexis and Paul and 
Michael are all more or less at odds with the 
czar. 

King Leopold {is being sued by his two 
elder daughters and is barely on speaking 
terms with his third daughter. King Os- 
car's second son, married to Miss Ebba 
Munck, is cold shouldered by his brothers 
and their wives. 

The relations between thé kaiser and his 
uncie, King Edward, are far from cordial, 
and the intercourse between the emperor 
of Austria and his kinsfolk of the house of 
Savoy at Rome can scarcely be described 
as friendly. In fact, it {s long since such a 
cloud of discord has descended upon old 
world royalty.

I was able to hear only the scherzo 
of the Dvorak and the whole of the Schu- 
mann, The scherzo was exquisitely given, 
the Hghtness, delicacy, and fineness that 
characterized its rendition being superlative. 
In the Schumann there was the same perfect 
proportion, the same remarkablearticulation 
of phrase, the same marvelous technical 
Clarity, and the same unfailing completeness 
of ensemble which distinguished the per- 
formances heard from the quartet when here 
last spring. The lovely melodies of the mid- 
die portion of the assai agitato and of the 
strongly romantic adagio were as though 
sung by four beautiful voices that blended 
perfectly. And the finale was delightful fn 
the fine spirit, playful Joyousness, and grace- 
ful vivacity that distinguished it. The see- 
ond concert of the series is scheduled for the 
afternoon of Wednesday, Jan. 17.

All 
of which was solemnly announced and@ ap-

MRS. STONEWALL JACKSON 
LAUDS THE ROOSEVELTS. 


Widow of Famous Confederate Gen- 
eral Pays Warm Tribute Follow- 
ing Visit of President and 


First Lady of Land to 
North Carolina. 

Charlotte, N. C., Oct. 25.—[Special.]—In an 
interview given out this evening Mrs. Stone- 
wall Jackson, widow of the great confederate 
general, pays the following tribute to Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Roosevelt: 

“ae President Roosevelt's itinerary 
through the south he probably has made no

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


Miss Betham-Edwards’ “ HOME LIFE IN 
FRANCE ” ts a book that was needed. While 
all the world knows about the kings, the 
wars, the revolutions and their reign of 
terror, and a large part of the reading world 
is familiar enough with the supposedly rep- 
resentative French characteristics as por- 
trayed in French fiction, there has beer 
prevalent a curious misapprehension as to 
the real home life in France. The author of 
this intelligent, discriminating, and yet sym- 
pathetic delineation of the more interior life 
of the French people has lived in France for 
twenty or more years, and has been officially 
connected with the system of public eduea- 
tion. It is full of such information as one 
likes to get at first hand respecting such mat- 
ters as social usages, housekeeping, the baby, 
the girl, the boy, conscripts, brides and bride- 
grooms, domestic help, the country doctor, 
the priest, the Protestant pastor, the village 
schoolmaster, and so on. One might reada 
dozen histories of France and not get so real 


and intimate an acquaintance with the 
French people as from a book like this. (A.

EVANSTON AT HIGH PITCH 


GREAT INTEREST IN SATURDAY’S 
GAME WITH CHICAGO. 


Northwestern Students Cheer the Pur- 
ple Players at Close of the Final 
Day’s Hard Practice and Parade the 
Streets, Working Up Enthusiasm— 
Stagg Discards Fear of Overtrain- 
ing and Gives Maroons Stiff Sig- 
nal Drill on Marshall Field. 


Evanston is aflame with football enthus!- 
asm and the coming struggle between ma- 
roon and purple is arousing more interest 
than any game ever played in the north 
shore town. Purple streamers already are 
floating from many of the business houses 
of the suburb and bands of rooters are or- 
ganizing and practicing yells, with the pros- 
pect of cheering McCornack’s men to a 
fight for a low score if not for victory. 

The Evanston club, the Evanston Country 
club, and the Evanston Golf club. have 
bought seats for their entire membership, 
and an overfiow crowd is assured, the first 
to fill the new bleachers having a seating 
capacity of 15,000. 

A student “ powwow” is planned for Fri- 
day afternoon, and hundreds of students and 
alumni will be in attendance. The demon-. 
stration will be concluded in the evening 
with a bonfire and “ nightshirt .parade.”’ 
Leading alumni and old football players will 
make speeches. 

Football “Revivals’’ to Be Held. 

Every possible means is being taken to 
arouse football enthusiasm. The chapel ex- 
ercises will be given over this and tomorrow 
mornings to football ‘‘ revivals’’ and well 
known Northwestern “ exhorters” will be 


‘present. 


Yesterday's scrimmage, the last hard work 
of the purple squad before the Chicago game, 
caused a swift rise in the stock of the team 
after the result was known, and the odds 
offered on Chicago dropped. The practice 
Was secret and the men were met on leaving 
the field by a crowd of 400 students at the 
gate.

Yes- 
terday the Midway pilot changed his course 
from larboard to starboard after ascertain- 
ing his crew was taking on weight again 
and had recovered fully from the effects of 
the strain of the Wisconsin game. 

Instead of giving the varsity another day’s 
outing in the parks and suburbs Coach Stagg 
dismissed the waiting carriages and devoted 
the afternoon to a brief but stiff signal drill 
behind locked gates on the practice grid- 
iron, in which the regular, scrub, and fresh- 
man squads participated. Every man was 
out in togs, but as both scrubs and fresh- 
men were bruised and sore from the stren- 
uous work given them the last two days 
no scrimmage was attempted. Walter Stef- 
fens reappeared with the first year men, 
and, aside from the general soreness of the 
substitutes, both regulars and candidates 
were in condition for hard work. It is doubt- 
ful, however, if any severe tasks are given 
the men before they meet the purple. 

Perfecting Offense. 

The practice was devoted to perfecting the 
maroon offense, only a small portion of which 
is believed to have been shown in the game 
against the Badgers. Tomorrow will be given 
up to strengthening the defense, and to that 
end the scrubs have been taught Northwest- 
ern’s style of offense. Rumors that 
Northwes.ern would spring a startling 
series of surprises in Saturday’s game did 
not apparently impress Coach Stagg deeply, 
as he already holds the belief that McCor- 
nack’s men have not disclosed their real 
strength in any game, and he fears most the 
danger that the maroons will hold their rivals 
too lightly after the ease with which the pur- 
ple was beaten last year. 

After the day’s work the maroon leader 
seemed satisfied with the situation, and found 
no new cause either for confidence or worry. 
‘‘The danger of overtraining no longer ex- 
ists,’ said Coach Stagg. ‘“‘ The men are tak- 
ing on weight. I don’t know that all of them 
are, but several have, and that is a safe in- 
dex of the team’s condition. They will gain 
up to the day before the game, and then, nat- 
urally, will lose four or five pounds to a 
man through nervousness. Perhaps they 
won't lose as much as that just before Sat- 
urday’s game. 

‘* Some of the men were a little late in get- 
ting out today,’’ he continued, in explaining 
his change of program’ for the day, *‘ so the 
proposed drive was abandoned and practice 
work substituted. There was no scrimmage, 
although the men were all fit for work, but 
some of the men who have been doing hard 
work lately were a bit sore and stiff. I think 
we will do some scrimmaging tomorrow for 
the purpose of working on our defense."’

|ROW AMONG THE YACHTSMEN. 


Fred A. Price’s Suspension by the Chi- 
cago Club Arouses the Colum- 
bia Members. 


Local yachting circles are agitated over the 
action of the Chicago Yacht club directors in sus- 
pending Fred A. Price from that organization for 
one year, and the matter has resolved itself intoa 
series of charges and counter charges, which bid 
fair to reopen the breach between the three big 
clubs, which was partially closed by the joint re- 
gatta last summer. 

In retaliation for the action of the Chicago Yacht 
club the directors of the Columbia Yacht club met 
in special session yesterday afternoon and unani- 
mously voted to remove Charlies E. Soule as their 
delegate to the Lake Michigan Yachting assacia- 
tion. The latter raced his yacht last season uber 
the Chicage flag. Edward 8. Balcom was elected 
to succeed Mr. Soule, who is said by the Columbia 
Officials to ‘have been instrumental in preferring 
the charges against former Commodore Price. 

The last named yesterday was firm in his de- 
termination to stick it out against the Chicago 
Yacht club and declared he would hold the dis- 
puted prize in trust until it could be raced for by 
the class for which it originally was intended. Mr. 
Price, it is said, is backed in the stand he has 
taken by the majority of the members of the Co- 
lumbia and Jackson Park clubs. Mr. Price has 
taken legal counsel and proposes to fight his sus- 
pension to the finish. He says he has corre- 
spondence in proof of his assertions of persecution 
and promises to show up his accusers. 

‘The action of the Chicago club officials is un- 
called for,’’ said an officer of the Columbia Yacht 
club. Even his accusers do not deny the dis- 
puted Chelsea clock was donated by Mr. Fred M. 
Biount of the Chicago National bank as a prize, to 
be raced for by yachts of the twenty-one foot 
class and no other, and the joint regatta com- 
mittee can show no authority for transferring it 
to the yawi division. Mr. Price has a letter from 
Mr. Biount in which he states specifically the 
class for which the clock was intended. 

** When the weather conditions July 4 made it 
impossible for the twenty-one footers to sail their 
race, the prize committee, which was headed by 
Mr. Soule, decided to give the clock to Dr W. 
L. Baum's yaw! Arcadia, which salled the course 
alone. All this was in utter disregard of the 
wishes of the donor, who had put the prize up at 
the personal solicitation of Mr. Price. Further- 
more, Arcadia went into the race without being 
officially measured, and was ineligible anyhow. 
The committee, however, made a demand upon 
Price for the clock, and he, with propriety, re- 
fused the request. As Price does not now own a 
boat of that class, it is apparent he is hoiding out 
as.a matter of principle, and not with the idea 
of possible personai gain.’’

prove Next Month—Financial Notes. 


For some time the shares of Swift & Co. on 
the local exchange have shown a tendency 
to work lower. There is reason to believe 
that a new stock issue may be in contempla- 
tion, and as the price of the shares {is but 7 
points above par, and as some of the smaller 
holders may think the margin small their 
holdings are coming on the market. Insiders, 
however, have been doing nothing either one 
way or the other. 

In 1908, the capital of the company was in- 
creased from $25,000,000 to $35,000,000, and 
the report for the last fiscal year showed 
earnings of 12 per-cent on the increased cap- 
italization. The company pays 7. The sur- 
plus last year over dividend requirements 
was $1,750,000. Should there be a new stock 
issue of $5,000,000 voted at the coming annual 
meeting the increased dividend requirement 
would be but $350,000, and should there be 
» an increase irf capital of $10,000,000 the divi- 
dend would be $700,000, leaving still a surplus 
of $1,050,000 should earnings be as good as 
they were last year. 

Responsible officials of the company have 
not publicly commited themselves concern- 
ing a possible issue, and the foregoing is pre- 
sented merely: to show that the 7 per cent 
dividend would not be imperiled by any stock 
increase likely to be voted. 


Possible Canal and Dock Dividend. 

In the event of the pending Canal and 
Dock deal going through, the company would 
be in a position to declare a dividend on its 
stock. Ite size would depend both upon the 
price realized from the sale of the property 
and other considerations. 

The company must retain sufficient assets 
to retire its outeanding capital at par. If 
$500,000 should be realized, from the present 
negotiations, only such part of that amount 
as might be in excess of the inventoried 
value of the real estate sold would be prop- 
erly subject to distribution asa dividend, un- 
less a part of the stock were to be liquidated, 
which would amount to the same thing. 

The outstanding capital of the company is 
$3,495,250. The surplus is $466,000. An amount 
equal to the latter might be distributed and 
the proceeds of the sale to be made kept in 
the treasury or another arrangement might 
be made providing for a dividend of possibly 
10 or 15 per cent. 

These considerations are merely general 
and only suggest an outline of the policy to be 
pursued.
